Fish and Game Laws of Indiana. 


By the act of March 11th, 1889, Road Supervisors are given the powers 
and duties of Constables in all cases of violations of the Fish and Game 
Laws, as follows : 

SECTION I. Be if enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Indiana: 
That it shall be the dutv of the Road Supervisors to arrest or cause to be ar- 
rested and to prosecute or cause to be prosecuted any or all persons violating 
any of the provisions of the acts, or any law heretofore or hereafter to be enacted, 
for the protection of game and fish And said Road Supervisors shall be al- 
lowed a fee of five dollars, to be taxed as costs against each person convicted 
of violating any of the provisions of said laws, 


Sec. 2. Any Road Supervisor who shall fail or refuse to discharge the 
duties of Constables as aforesaid, and make or cause to be made said arrests, 
and prosecute or cause to be prosecuted all cases coming to his knowledge of 
violation of the game or fish laws of the State, shall. upon conviction, be fined 
in any sum not less than five nor more than twenty-five dollars. 

It is hereby ordered that the Road Supervisors of the State carry out the 
provisions of this act and arrest and prosecute all persons (1) who have seines 
or nets in their possession not wholly for use in the St. Joseph River, Lake 
Michigan or private ponds, excepting a seine not more than 15 feet in length 
for exclusive use in taking minnows for bait ; (2) all persons who shall take at 
any time any fish from any of the lakes, rivers or small streams of the State 
by dynamite or any other explosive, or who shall at any time take any fish 
with a net or seine (except in the St. Joseph River, or excepting with a min- 
now seine as described above) or gun or trap of any kind, and all persons who 
shall take any fish with a gig or spear from any of the waters during the 
months of January, February, March, April, May, June, November or Decem- 
ber of any year; and all persons who shall in any month of any year take any 
fish from any lake which has been stocked with fish by the United States 
Government, at any time during the first three succeeding years after it has 
been stocked by the United States Government, with gig or spear ; and (3) all 
persons who shall put into the waters of the State any seine or net (excepting 
a minnow seine and excepting the St. Joseph River and Lake Michigan), or 
any explosive, or any drug, medicated bait or poison of any kind, with intent 
thereby to poison or catch fish. 

Each Road Supervisor has jurisdiction over a territory but a few miles 


square, and if he, as a sworn officer of the State, does his duty as fish consta- 
ble, there would he but few violations of the fish laws, and our waters would 
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soon be filled with fish, to the gratification of the epicure and the delight of 
the sportsman, 
Please notify the Fish Commissioner of any dam, that is four feet high 
and over, that has no fish ladder, or that has a fish ladder out of repair.

THE NEW FISH LAWS. 


SECTION I. Justices of the Peace may issue warrants to search any house 
or place for gill nets, seines, or for any implements or device used or kept for 
use for taking fish unlawfully from any of the lakes or streams of this State, 
Approved March 11, 1895. 


GAME LAWS. 


1. Netting or trapping quail at any time of the year renders the person 
So doing liable to a fine of not less than ten nor more than fifty dollars. 

2. Quails and pheasants must not be killed from January to November 
tenth of each year; wild turkeys from February first to November first : 
prairie chickens from February first to September first; woodcock or wild 
duck from January first to July first. The penalty for each of the above of- 
fenses is liable to a fine of two dollars for each bird killed or trapped. 

3. Hunting with a dog, or with fire arms on enclosed grounds, without 
permission, is punishable by a fine of not less than five dollars nor more than 
fifty dollars. 

4. Shooting or destroying squirrels from December 2oth to June Ist, is 
prohibited, Any person violating this law is liable to a fine of two dollars for 
each squirrel killed and one dollar for each squirrel pursued. 

5. Fines are also provided for persons who expose for sale or who trans- 
port to market any of the above-named species of game,
